HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, June 5.—Comment- 
ing on the recent action of the French lu pro- 
hibiting fishing by natives in Newfoundland 
waters, the St. Johns (Newfoundland) Herald 
says: 

The news that a French man-of-war had, 
under the very guns ofa British frigate, en- 
forced an order which forvade British subjects 
to Osh in their own waters, was recelved here 
with astonishment and indignation. The cir- 
cumstance seemed incredible to colonists 
whose proudest boast it had ever been that 
they formed a part of a mighty nation, power- 
ful t> prevent and swift to avenge the least 
salt offered by a foreign power to the most 
insignificant of its citizens. What made 
the circumstance even more _ incred- 
ible was that such an outrage should 
be offered and endured at the time when Eu 
giandand France bad entered into ap ar- 
rangement which was professedly ratified 
withthe object of buying present peace and 
facilitating a future settlement of existing dim 
culties. But when the fact of the outrage was 
realized no one expressed any surprise ag to 
the determonationjofithe people of St. George“: 
Bay to renounce obedience to local officials 
and to pay no more duties until their wrongs 
were redressed. These men were exercising 
their undoubted right of fishery. There Was 
mota French fisherman within 200 miles of 
them. Their sole means of livelihood de- 
pended upon the fishing which they were 
prohibited from prosecuting.

Mexican Matters. 


Oirr oF Mexico, June 4.—An American 
frontier journal baving publisbed a statement 
that a commeroial treaty is about finished be- 
tween the United States and Mexico which 
wili abolish the zona libre, the report at- 
tracted considerable attention in newspapers 
here and the Diario Del Hogar calls upon the 
Government for anexplanation. Some time

Interests of the States bordering on the Rio 
Grande. These letters also had the effect of 
Dringing delegates from the Northern States 
here for the purpose of urging strongly its 
sontipuance.

News From the Orient. 


> San Francisco, Oal., June 4.—The steamer 
ny of Peking arrived from Hong Kong and 
Yokohboma last night, fifteen days two hours 
from the latter port, being the best time ever 
made by thissreamer. She brought 102 Chi- 
nese passengers in the steerage. Count and 
Countess Yamuda of Japan were among the 
cabin passengers: Advices dy the same 
steamer state that the war against the savages 
in Formosa le being conducted in a desultory 
manner. ‘The Chinese troops have suffered 
several severe repuises and are unable to 
make any progressin the subjugation of the 
country. Itis believed that the troops in 
North Formosa have lost heavily, both from 
the attacks of the enemy and from disease, 
The expedition returned to Tamsui and the 
Governor being chagrined at the failure of 
the troops degraded Gen. Li, who was in 
command. A colonel was also beheaded for 
appropriating the pay of the troops. In 
South Formosa also, the whole Bhotan tribe 
of aborigines has again taken the warpath 
caused by the arrest and confinement of two 
of thelr mumber for petty offenses, The 
tribes marched against the city where the 
men were confined and threatened to kill the 
inhabitants unless the prisoners were re- 
leased. The men were accordingly sur- 
rendered and the Bhotans departed. An ex- 
pedition was quickly planned and a force of 
5,000 men has been sent after the savages, who 
retreated to the mountains.

WANT A VALUABLE FRANCHISE, 


The Bill Before the Council Committee on 
Improvements—City Hall Matters. 


The Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments will meet to-morrow afternoon 
to consider one of the two gas 
bills now pending in the 
Assembly. The ordinance on the commit- 
tee’s calendar for censideration to-morrow 
is that authorizing ! Stevenson, 
H. H. Merrick, W. Gifford, 
William Walsh and <A. H. Kingman 
to construct, equip and operate a gas-works 
in the city, as well as to lay gas pipes in the 
streets and sell gas for illuminating 
and fuel purposes. The 

ject of the company, as stated 
ordinance, is to sell non-!tliuminous fuel gas, 
which it agrees to serve consumers at aA 
price not exceeding 66 cents per thousand 
cubic feet. 

The projectors agree after ten years 
from the passage and approval of the ordl- 
nance to pay annually into the city treasury 
10 per cent of the net profits. They 
ask that the charter be granted for aterm of 
fifty years and agree to give a bond of $100,000

Will Erect the Peles. 


The Lindell Rallway Co. has authority under 
Its ordinance for the change of motor power 
approved a few months ago, to erect 
poles in the center of Delmar 


avenue, between Grand and Vandeventer 
avenues, with the understanding thatthey will 
be ornamental iron affairs and that an electric 
light te placed on each alternate pole, and 
that the Board of Public Improvements shall 
Orst be consulted before they are erected. 
The company has determined to place the 
poles in the middie of the street in that sec- 
tion and has made the required application 
to the board and the board can only approve 
the plans, though from all accounts it wouid 
prevent their erection, if that was possibie. 
Many objections have been presented and 
the board has about agreed that the 
center of Delmar avenue is not the place for 
the iron poles to carry the supply wires 
for the powerful electric currents 
necessary to run the road. 
The priocipal argument against 
the poles in the street, is that they will be an 
obstruction, and that in the event of darkness 
in that particular section vehicles will run 
against them. The board, however, has no 
authority to prohibit the company from tak- 
ing advantage ofevery privilege granted in 
the ordinance.

Corporal Tanszer’s Income. 


By Telegravh to the PosT-DisraTon. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 5.—Corporal 
Tanner says he expects to make about $10,000 
from his business as pension attorney, and 
hopes to double that amount next year and 


keep on increasing it till he makes perhaps 
$40,000 per year in filing claims for pensions. 
He has already yreoceived a large numoer of 
advance applications under the new bill not 
et passed. This new bill to which Mr. 

anner refers is neltber the ‘‘Morrili’’ 
service bill nor the **depend- 
ent’’ bill which was considered in 
the Senate, but it will be a new measure which 
the conference committee for both houses 
will bring forth. It will, Mr. Tanner says, 
give to every soidier of the late war who 
served ninety days or more, and who is dis- 
abled from whatsoever cause, a pension of $8 
per month. It ie expected to add 540, 000. 000 
annually to the pension list, and increase the 
present number of pensioners. As each ap- 
plicant will pay a fee of $10 *‘in order to 
secure a proper consideration of his claim,’’ 
it will be seen how rich a harvest, $<0,000,000 In 
round numbers, the pension attorneys are 
anticipating in the passing of the bill. 
How profitable the business of pension 
attorneys is, isshown in Mr. Tanner’s case. 
Six months ago Mr. Tanner opened an office 
in this city-as a 222 attorney. He now 
regrets that be did not enter this fleld twenty 
years ago and amass a fortune, as he has 
every reason to believe he could. He has 
already received 3,444 advance applications 
for pension’ under the new bill which Con- 
gress will pass at this session. The liberal 
terms in which this bili is drawn will enable 
practically every one of the foregoing app!!i- 
cants to secure his pension, and as each 
application to Tanner is accompanied by a fee 
of $10 it will be seen that the ‘‘Corporal’s’’ 
half year’s income from this source alone will 
not fall short of $35, 000. 


Approved by Brazil. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 3l.—The Secretary 
of State has received a dispatch from the 
United States Legation at Rio de Janeiro, an- 
nouncing that the Cabinet has passed a reso- 


lution enthusiastically approving the action 
of the International American Conference in 
recommending arbitration in all questions of 
differences between the several Governments 
of America, The following is an extract from 
O Paiz, the officialorgan of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs at Rie de Janeiro referring to 
the subject: 

At the conference of the ministers yester- 
day the resolution of the International Amer- 
ican Congress, it determining that arbitration 
shail be resorted to to settie ail questions 
arising among American nations, was pre- 
sented, We are informed that the Govern- 
ment of Brazil, through the Minister of War, 
Gen. Benj. Constant, lamenting that Chili has 
not accepted this proposition, will lay before 
the next Congress the idea of sending to Chill, 
within five years, deputations from ail Amer- 
ican republics to solicit the acquiescence of 
that country. And as a natural consequence 
that all American nations shall disarm, all 
officers and soldiers of the army and navy to 
keep the same honors and rank as at present 
enjoyed. The Minister of Foreign Affairs was 
authorized yesterday to telegraph to Wasb- 
ington this resolution of our Government.

If gentlemen on the 
other side wanted to vote on free silver they 
could move to recommit with instructions te 
the committee to report back a_i free 
coinage clause. Gentiemen on the 
other side could not have been very anxious 
for free coinage when for four years they 
never even brought in abill from their com- 
mittee. Talk about throttling the will of the 
majority by the minority? Why, one man at the 
White House had silenced the majority in the 
Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Oongresses. A sin- 
gie man, electedto execute the laws and not 
to make them, had commanded the majority 
to be silent and it was sllent.

HARNESSING THE RAINE, 


Utilizing Its Power by Means of Electricity 
Is Now Assured, 


From the Newcastle, England, Chronicle. 

The immense power ofthe Rhine has hither- 
to been utilized only in turning the wheels of 
grist mills anchored on its shores, but the 
force of the flood is now about to be yoked so 
asito generate motive power for}works of all 
description within reasonable distance from 
its banks. The scheme owes its origin to 
Carl Weiss, a civilengineer, who for twenty 
years bas given very close attention to the 
study of electrical instruments used as trans- 
rmoitters. 

In 1883 he concetved the idea of utilizing the 
power of the Rhine at Basle to turn the facto- 
ry wheels of Switzerland and for transmission 
to electrically arranged machines at Baden. 
Having demonstrated the practical feasibility 
of his project he was ably seconded by the 
city authorities of Basle, and good progress 
has already been made toward carrying 
Weiss’ plans into effect. The canal into which 
the water producing the power is to run is 
4,300 meters long and 39 meters wide. The 
natural fall is 3.54 meters, or nearly 12 feet, 
and the water flow will be about 20 cubic me- 
ters per second. 

The immense volume of falling water is to 
turn turbine wheels of 9,440 horse power in 
the aggregate, and of this power the wires 
are expected to transmit lly 7,000. This 
will be conveyed to mills, factories and 
workshops situated within the circuit; and 
after allowing 25 per cent for loss in trans- 
mission, there will stil] be left 5,000 horse 

ower to turn the wheels and generate light. 

k the enterprise is succeesful, as there seems 
every reason for beileving it will be, the in- 
tention is to repeat the experiment on every 
mile of the Rhine, from the hills of Switzer- 
land to the plains of Holland. The oid grist 
mills will be left undisturbed.

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THE CIGARMAKERS AND CARPENTERS 
BOTH HAVE GRIEVANCES 


The Cigar Men, Hepeful of Their Bosses 
Acceding te Their Demands—Their New 
Scale ef Prices—The Carpenters Will Not 
Return to the Old System ef Nine Hours 
—The Sash and Door Men's Trouble. 


The sash, door and blind hands now out 
may be joined by thé cigarmakers as well as 
the carpenters. Ofcourse, the cigarmakers’ 
strike, if one oceurs, will have no connection 
whatever with that of the sash, doer and 


blind mem and the carpenters. To- 
day the members of Cigarmakers’ 
Union, No. 44, are distributing 


among thelr employers a price list which they 
insist shall go into effect next Monday, June 
9 Thecigar-makers have been working on 
the same price listsinee 1883, and they claim 
it is out of date, and that the price are entire- 
ly too low for the present character of work. 
They work entirely by the piece and of recent 
years there have been fancy-shaped cigars in- 
troduced into the trade, which are more alm. 
cult to make and consequently cut-down the 
wages the men can earn. In 188 the men 
adopted the system of working eight hours a 
day, but did not raise their schedule of prices 
any. They have 
KNOW DETERMINED 

toaskaraise. The younger hands, who do 
mold work, are fast workmen and are satis- 
fled with the present schedule, except for 
Spanish-made and perfecto-shaped cigars. 


The older hands, who work by hand, are not 
so fast, and under the new schedule $1 more 


per thousand is to be charged for 
hand work than is pald for mold 
work, and this is to apply 


to all classes of cigars. For Bpanish make 
or perfecto cigars an increase of $3 per thou- 
sand on band work and $2 per thousand on 
mold work is demanded. This is because 
they are % much barder to make than the 
old shapes. The only increase demanded for 
mold work is in this class of cigar. The 
union numbers 570 or 580 outof a total of 
about 600 journeymen cigarmakers in 
the city, there being only twenty or thirty 
workmen in the business who are not 
members of it. Then they have at their back 
the National Union, which basa membership 
of between 20,000 and 30,000. Most of the cigar 
manufacturers here now pay the extra price 
demanded by the men for perfects shape and 
Spanish work, and the men say that they do 
notanticipate that there will be any strike. 
They think the bosses will accept the new 
scale and pay the prices demanded. A few of 
the bosses may not be willing to adopt 
it, the workmen say, but they can 
easily be forced into doing so itis claimed. The 
object in distributing the new price lists 
among the manufacturers to-day is to give 
them an ample 
NOTICE OF THE DEMAND, 

so that if they do not care to pay the increased 
demanded they need take in no more stock 
and will not lose anything in that respect by 
their hands going out on them. The new 
price list makes the price for seec work $9 per 
1,000 for cigars not above four and a quarter 
inches long and $lextra for each additional 
quarter of an inch in length. This is for 
moid work and is the same as the 

resent schedule, but for handwork the price 

s made $10 per 1,000 for cigars not above four 
and a quarter inches and $1 per 1,000 ad- 
ditional foreach quarter inch longer, mak- 
ing the hand work $1 per 1,000 more 
all around than the mold work. The price for 
reed and Havana is $11 per 1,000 for band 
work cigars not over three and three-quarter 
inches long and $1 more per 1,000 for each ad- 
ditional quarter inch in length. For clear 
Havana the price for hand work is $15 per 
1,000 for cigars not over four inches long and 
$1 more per 1,000 for each additional 
one-quarter inch in length. For perfecto 
shape $2 more per 1,000 is charged on all these 
classes, and mold work is $1 per 1,000 less in 
classes of both ordinary and perfecto shapes 
than the hand-work schedule given above. 
An additional charge of $2 per 1,000 is charged 
in all these prices for what is known as Span- 
ish work, which is slower than the American 
style work. In mold work where less than 
five blocks of molds of twenty molds to the 
block are used, it is to count as 
hand work and hand-work prices will be 
charged for it. This is because to work with 
a few biocks of molds is about as slow as hand 
work. 

THE CARPENTERS. 

The sash door and blind hands, who quit 
work at Yoman’s place because they were 
asked to return to the old system of nine 
hours per day are still out and 
there is * Strong probability 
ot the trouble causing a general strike among 
the sash, door, blind and stairway hands and 
the carpenters. The carpenters belong to the 
same national body as the sash, door and 
blind workers—the Bro‘ herhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners of America—and will stand by 
them. They bave decided that as soon ag the 
present stock of goods give out they 
will refuse to handle any sash, doors 
and biinds manufactured dy non-union 
men. It Is believed thar all the 
sash, door and blind manufacturers will fol- 
low Yoman’s example and demand nine 
hours’ worka day of their men instead of 
eight, as has been the rule for months. In 
fact the epiaion ofthe workmen is that Yoman 
took the step with the understanding that the 
other manufacturers should back himin the 


fight. 

THE WAITERS 
have a union and also a grievance, and they 
will meet to- night to discuss it and decide 
what they shall do. They want to establish a 
uniform system of wages and also want more 
money than they now rective. In the 
larger places they usually receive only 
$25 per month they claim and they will de- 
mand $30. It is also alleged that they are 
charged for their meals at some places so 
that at the end of the month they never have 
more than $8 or 810 coming to them.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION IN ILLINOIS. 


The platform of the Illinois Democracy 
lays down the line for compulsory educa- 
tion with the true American instinct. It 
proposes that the State shall protect the 
child from parental neglect, prevent tru- 
ancy and take care that educational ad- 
vantages are afforded to all children. 
But it insists that this can and shall be 
done without impairing the proper con- 
trol ot parents over the education of their 
children, or interfering with those who 
are educating their children to the best 
of their ability and conformably to the 
condition of parent and child. The right 
of parents to choose between public and 
private or denominational schools, or to 
educate their children at home without 
sending them to any school, is fully rec- 
ognized. The State is not called upon to 
antagonize private or denominational 
schools and should interfere only to min- 
imize the evils of truancy, restrict child 
labor and provide educational advan- 
tages for those who would otherwise have 
none or be deprived of them by unnatural 
parents. 


This covers fully every point to which 
tended with safety or benefit to the cause 
of popular education. To push it further 
is to aim at an impracticable and unde- 
sirable uniformity, and use the power of 
the state for the suppression of schools 
that are doing a great deal of good educa- 
tional work. Any attempt to make edu- 
cation a State monopoly to such an extent 
will never be indorsed by the American 
people, and can only provoke a popular 
and bitter opposition to the public school 
system, of which opposition there is now 
scarcely a trace in the popular heart. 

A system of State schools which cannot 
tolerate private and denominational 
schools, or tolerate any freedom of choice 
or discretion to parents in the education 
of their children would be almost as offen- 
sive as a State church to the popular feel- 
ing ofthis country.

During all those years the talk has always 
been, snd with much apparent good reason, 
that the South Side is and always 
will be the most healthfal section 
of St. Louis, aud who knows but that the great 
interest now awakening for that territory may 
not be the commencement of the great future 
that has been predicted for u. Along the Mill 
Oreek Valley, through which so many of the 
rallways enter the city, there are now foun- 
dries, smelting works, machine shops, manu- 
factories and industries.of all kinds, and as 
their numbers are multiplied year 
after year, the volume of smoke 
and soot and sulphur fumes increases. 
The odor from the refuse of thousands of fur- 
maces is sent forth daily and blown by south- 
ern winds upon home sites north of the great 
indastrial valley. Another feature which 
old-timers never fail to call attention to in 
their enthusiastic praises for the southwest- 
ern section is the high elevation of it as com- 
pared with the property north of the valley, 
and then great stress la laid upon the charac- 
ter ot the ground, solid yellow clay with a 
close un@eriying stratum of limestone crop- 
ping out at the surface in many places and 
the absence also of sink holes or pestilence- 
breeding ponds such as have been filed 


up in many other localitics with ashes and 
street scrapings. The high, rolling character 
of the southwestern section is, it is claimed, 
capable of being more advantageously 
sewered than is possibie for any fat locality, 
— A a slight and very 8 descent 
in Che laying of mains necessitates a sluggish 
action of the water even in times of heavy 
rains, whereas sewers with a greater fall are 
flushed and washed out clear with much less 
water, leaving their respective localities free 
from offensive and dangerous odors which 
exude from man-holes atiess favored points. 
These are pointe which intelligent buyers 
of home sites rarely fall to take into consid- 
eration, and it may be, as the siivery- 
haired real estate veteran said to-day, 
that many are now about to be appreciated 
for their full value. Compton Hill, Tyler 
piace and Tower Grove sections, Oak 
Hill and Reber place embrace 
room enough for 200,000 people.

new lime added to the present excellent sys- 
tem but serve. to make the southwest more 
accessible to the masses and the building 
sites they want for homes all the more 
valuable.

VERY SUCCESSFUL. 


Heating Passenger Cars by Steam From the 
Locemotive. 


New Tonk, June 5.—In its issue of this week 
the Engineering News publishes statistics of the 
progress made in heating passenger care by 
steam from the locomotive, showing that 
7,891 cars, or about one-fourth of the entire 
passenger rolling stock in the country, in- 
cluding baggace and sleeping Cars, are now 
equipped for steam heating. On railways 
aggregating 8,465 miles all passenger trains 
run last winter were warmed by steam. Com- 

anies controlling a total of 82,978 miles have 
begun the equipment of their cars. Of the 
total number of care é@quipped, the lines 
west of Chicago and north of the Virginia, 
North Carolina line, own 6,447, and of this 
number the New York roads, or roads having 
portions of their mileage in that State and 
thus affected by the lawinrelation to car 
heating in force, owr 8,836 cars. The reports 
from eighty-six companies show that steam 
heating has been, on-the whole, very success- 
ful and that many difficulties feared when the 
system was first introduced heve not proved 
serious in practice.

Lungs. 


From the Boston Post. 

I observe that the specific results of the 
neglected condition of our streets, which have 
been so clearly presented in communications 
from physicians published in the Post are also 
very forcibly stated by Dr. S. W. Langmaid in 
the current number of the Medical and Surgi- 
cal Journal. Dr. Langmaid is an expert in 
diseases of the throat, and his remarks have 


a especial significance, because they show 
that some of the maladies which 
are attributed to our elimate are really 
due tothe filthy condition of the streets. He 
says that the presence of large quantities of 
dust in the atmosphere has a greater signifi- 
cance in this city than in any other with 
which he is acquainted. That within the last 
fifteen years Boston has become dirtier and 
—.— he declare, is patent enough to the 
un prejudiced senses of all but city officials, 

it is corroborated dy its effects on the 
respiratory organs which it is his daily auty 
to heal and protect. 

So marked are these effects that for many 
years Dr. Langmaid has been able to predict 
an immediate increase in the number of bis 
patients suffering trom affections of the throat 
from his observations of the atmosphere 
and the condition of the streets of the 
city. ‘‘My travels, he says, have never 
led me 80 far as the great deserts of Egvpt and 
America, butI doubt if in any other region 
an atmosphere so loaded with irritating dust 
can be found as in this beautiful and expens- 
ive Boston. This penetrates in windy 
weather, the seclusion of the home, loading 
it with offensive matter. We live, he adds, 
‘during the greater part of the months of No- 
vember and March amid shifting sands and in 
clouds of pulverized mud and excrement.’’ 

Dr. Langmaid holds that the plan pursued 
in the care of our macadamized streets is the 
main cause of the evil complained of. Water- 
ing without sweeping, together with the pul- 
verizing effect of passing vehicies on the sur- 
face of the streets, produces altervatin 
sults of mud and ‘ust. Carriages are alsfig- 
ured by the former, and the latter is raised 
by ahigb wind which dries up the moisture 
faster than the life-preservin ng private water- 
ing-cart can make its roun The mud on 
Boylston street is declared by him to be fre- 
quently two were Soup along the sides by 
measurement. revaience of sore 
throats is . ur ing the months of 
November and March, when high winds pre- 
vail and the ground is not covered with snow.

Refuse te Confirm James Brennan as 
Street Commissioner—He Charges Mr. 
Parsons ef Using His Influence to Op- 
pose the Cenfirmation—Ed Batler De- 
clines the Nomieation as Street Com- 
missioner—His Sonor Believes the Op- 
pesition Is Partisan and Unwarranted. 


The officials at the City Hall were excited to- 
day. It was in consequence of a street scene 
yesterday afternoon at the corner of Third 
and Vine streets, Mayor E. A. Noonan, Mr. 
Oharies Parsons and Mr. James Campbell be- 
ing the principal figures. The Chief Execu- 
tive was using some very Vigorous language, 
and both he and Mr. Parsons appeared to be 
very much excited. Mr. Campbell, who was 
standing close by His Honor’s buggy, was 
employing his time in endeavoring to pacify 
the irate Executive. The scene only lasted a 
few minutes, but was of such a character that 
several persons were attracted by it and 
beard enough to learn what was the cause of 


the tempestuous meeting. , 

The trouble was all about the fallure of the 
City Councilto act on ur. James Brennan's 
nomination for Street Commiissioner and the 
supposed influence which Mr. Parsons bas ex- 
erted tobring about the delay. The Mayor 
when he appointed Brennan was confident 
that the appointment would be confirmed, 
and the failure of the Council to act upon the 
nomination has incensed him greatly. Dur- 
ing the past few days he has become im- 
pressed withthe belief, it is said, that the 
Council’s conduct was due entirely to Mr. 
Metcalfe’s determination to vote in the nega- 
tive, and that Mr. Metcaife’s position in the 
matter was due entirely to the in- 
fluence of Mr. Parsons. Yesterday afternoon, 
pede in one of his impulsive moods, the 
Mayor decided to see Mr. Parsons and leara 
from him what he meant by opposing Mr. 
Brennan’s confirmation. Before proceeding 
to the State Bank of St. Louis, of which Mr. 
Parsons is President, Mayor Noonan went to 
the office of Mr. James Campbell, the broker, 
and requested him to go along with him. Mr. 


Dampbell, not foreseeing that the interview 
might be of a most unpleasant character, con- 
sented and got in the buggy. When the bank 
was reached, Mr. Campbell, in response to 
the Mayor’s request, alighted and notified Mr. 
Parsons that His Honor would like 
TO SEE HIM OUTSIDE. 

Mr. Parsons went out with Mr. Campbell, and 
after the Mayor had greeted him he asked in 
his blunt way why Mr. Parsons was going out 
of his way tothwart him by influencing Mr. 
Metcalfe to vote against Mr. Brennan’s con- 
firmation. What r. Parsons’ exact reply 
was could not be learned, but it was of such a 
character asto make his honor exceedingly 
angry. According to one version of the oc- 
currence the Mayor is said to have exclaimed: 

‘‘I will geteven with vou for this. I will 
follow you and your friends as long as I 
live.’’ 

According to another account he even went 
further than that and said: 

It you were twenty-fve younger, I would 
get out of this buggy and lick you.. ¢ 

Finally after more violent language was in- 
dulged in, on both sides, according to the 
statement of one witness, Mr. Campbell pre- 
valled upon the Mayor to end the scene by 
driving away. 

The few persons who heard enough of what 
was eaid to know what the character of the 
interview was, could not of course keep such 
a rich piece of information to them- 
selves, and the report was quite 
extensively cireulated to-day. Mr. Parsons 
himself is said to dave told several of his 
friends on "Change of what had occurred. He 
was naturally very indignant at the abuse 
heaped on him by the — dog but his friends 
persuaded him not to make any fuss about it. 
This morning a reporter called on him at the 
bank to learn if he had anything to say in re- 
gard to the affair. 

„It is reported, Mr. Parsons, said the 
caller, ‘‘thas you were very much abused by 
the Mayor last eveulng in front ofthe bank 
here for an alleged influence which you exer- 
cise over Councilman Metcalfe in the matter 
of Mr. Brennan’s confirmation?’’ 

‘*Ildon’t want to say anything about that 
now. 

„ou bave nothing at all to say?“ 

„Nothing. 

JAMES CAMPBELL, 
the broker, who accowpanied Mayor Noonan, 
was next called upon. 

‘*I called to see you about a sensational 
street scene in which you were one of the 
principal figures yesterday aiternoon,’’ said 
the reporter. 

Mr. Campbell said nothing, and the reporter 
continued: 

„Jam told that you in company with Mayor 
Noonan went to the State Bank of St. Louls 
yesterday and when Mr. Parsons came out to 
gee the Mayor that he abused and threatened 
him because of the supposed influence which 
Mr. Parsous was exercising over Counciimaa 
Metcai e. 

Mr. Campbell smiled that bland mile of his 
and riging from his chair said simply: 

**] decline to be interviewed.’’ 

Mayor Noonan must bave lost his wrath 
after leaving Mr. Parsons and become very 
facetious if a story told byafriend of his be 
true. This gentieman said that the Mayor 
had informed him that after leaving Mr. Par. 
sons’ office he had met Ed Butier and offered 
him the Street Commissionership: Butler 
said he didn’t want it snd the Mayor then told 
him that it Butler would not take it he would 
give it to Jere Fruin. 

THE MAYOR AND PRESIDENT WALBRIDGB, 

The Mayor aiso called on President OC. P. 
Walbridge at his office on Washington ave- 
nue tospeak to him concerning Mr. Bren- 
nan’s appointment. In connection with this 
visit the report originated that 
the Mayor gave the President of 
the Councilto understand that the upper 
branch of the Assembly wonld regret it if is 
persisted in its refusaito confirm Mr. Bren- 
nan. There were other reports circulated, 
one of which had it thatthere was an exciting 
scene ia Mr. Waloridge’s office. 

President Walbridye was asked to-day if the 
reports were true and replied with a smile 
that the Mayor did pay him a visit 
at his office yesterday morning. ‘‘He called 
before 10 o’clock,’’ sald Mr. Walbridge, ‘‘and 
sent a messenger inside to tell me that he de- 
siredtospeak with me in his carriage out- 
side. I went ont to see what was wanted, and 
he began speaking of Mr. Brenoan’s appoint- 
tment and the action of the 
Council in laying it over. He 
seemed excited and vexed, but there 
was noscene. He said that if the Council 
would notconfirm Mr. Brennan be would ap- 
point Jerry Fruin. To this I simply replied 
that he was Mayor and could send in Mr. 
Fruin’s name or avy other name he saw ft. 

THE TALK OF IMPEACHMENT. 

It was the prevailing opinion among poll- 
ticlans to-day thatthe Mayor's conduct yes- 
terday bad lessened the chances of Brennan's 
confirmation, Infact many of them, espe- 
claily those of Republican affiliations who 
knew what had occurred between the Mayor 
and Mr. Parsons, asserted that it was 
not at all unlikely that if the 
Mayor did not change bis course 
an attempt would be made toimpeach bim. 
Mr. Farsons is one of the most influential 
awongst the Republican silks, and if the 
Mayor has made an enemy of him it is the 

enéral opinion that be has made one to b 
eared. The Mayor's friends, however,simp! 
laugh at the story about Impeachment. In 
the Orst piace they do not think that the mem-

They expressed 
the opinion that Mr. Fruin would 
not touch the position, and added that he 
would try to head off the Mayor it he per- 
sisted in carrying out his expressed intention. 

Neither the Mayor nor Secretary Bren- 
nan reached the City Hall up 
to 11:30, though there were 
a number of politicians and others about 
looking for both officials. Some of Mr. 
Brennan’s friends are still working @pergetic- 
ally, bowever, for his confirmatipn, and 
say there is seme ground to dope 
for success. The knuwing politicians, how- 
ever, say there is no ground for hope, partioc- 
ularly after what occurred yesterday. 
The Mayor's friends sata he was 
vexed beyond measure at the 
action of Councilmen Metcalfe and Horton in 
presenting the report from the Commit 
tee on Public Improvements recommending 
the rejection of the nomination. The 
Mayor, they say, took this action as a per- 
sonal affront and felt badly on account of it 
and for that reason made the calls yesterday 
on the persons whom he held responsible for 
the adverse report. 

The report of the Mayor’s animated inter- 
view with President Parsons of the State 
Bank created a decided sensation in official 
circles, and those who discussed it took par- 
ticular pains to speak very cautiously on the 
subject.

BURNED AT SEA. 


The Crew of the Louis Bucki Rescued by a 
Passing Steamer. 


New Tonk. June 5.—The steamer Nacoo- 
chee, Capt. Smith, from Savannah, which 
arrived to-day, reports that on the 3d inst., 
at7 a. m., latitude 33.08, longitude 78.31, she 
sighted a vessel on fire and bore down on ber. 
The Ngcoochee fell in with the burning ves- 
scl’s crew, thirteen men and one woman, in 
an open boat and picked up tbe crew and 


their boat. The vessel was burned to the 
water’s edge, so the steamer did not 
go to her, her Captain saying no 
could de done by doing so. The 
urned vessel proved to have been the steam 
schooner Louis Bucki, Oapt. Hansen, from 
New York, May 30, for Jacksonville, Fia.. 
with coal oll and general merchandise. Capt. 
liansen stated that the fire was discovered at 
2a. m. June 3, and that after laboring several 
hours in an attempt to get it under control 
the crew were forced to abandon the vessel in 
the only one of their boats that could be got 
at. The Louis Bucki was a three masted 
steam schooler of 417 tons register. She was 
built at Middle Haddam, Conn., in 1881, and 
hailed from New York.

No man of intelligence will ever laugh at 
the Boston scorers for refusing to follow the 
idiotic rules laid down by the Joint Committee 
on Rules. The scorers of the Hub have the 
only fair and proper method of scoring. Why 
should a catcher, who has a dozen passed 
balls in a game and perhaps been the cause of 
letting his opponents score as many runs, 
stand as weil in the official 
records as a backstop who has not had a 
passed ball in the game and bas not let in any 
runs by his poor work? Is nota pitcher who 
makes few wild pitches and gives tew bases 
on balls a more valuable man than a rival 
who only has the same number of safe hits 
made of his delivery, but has had 
five or six times as many wild pitches 
and given a dazen more bases on balis? Can 
any system of scoring which gives equal 
credit to these respective men be called fair? 
It may be urged that these errors are shown 
in the summary, but they do not appear 
in the official averages. Besides what 
can be mere ridiculous than to see 
a club credited with six or seven earned 
runs and find on reading an account of the 
game that more than halt of thei have been 
made on battery errors? To make the scores 
look pretty and give the game a false ap- 
pearance of perfection viewed from the error 
column, the managers of base ball have 
sacrificed all sembiance of fairness and cor- 
rectness aud made the official records of 
pitchers and catchers mere farces. 


Wants to Censolidate. 


Despite the ridicule with which J. Palmer 
O’Nell’s suggestion to congolidate the Na- 
tional and Players’ Leagues was rected by

The Players’ League people say they don’t 
doubt a consolidation would much please 
Mr. O'Neil, but itis an utter impossi- 
bility. They admit they are losing money, 
but claim they have enough left to make a 
rattling fight, and that they won't be the first 
to cry ‘‘enough.’’ Mr. O’Neil’s colleagues, 
when questioned as totheir opinions of bis 
views, agreed very nearly with him. Secre- 
tary Scandrett was quite as radical, his exact 
language being: ‘‘something has got to be 
done, as each club is losing thousands of dol- 
lars every month. Mr. O'Neill declares em- 
phatically that he is not the only old League 
magnate who would express such radical 
views if it were not tor the newspapers, 
Sporting editors’ criticisms, he says, prevent 
many such expressions of opinion, but he is 
too much of a business man to care what the 
papers say.
